got the best of the difficulty. The next 
night a crowd of white men, headed 
by Wallace Sibley, who was deputized 
to agrest the man, went to .burke’! 
bouto, which is about a mile from 
Harpersville. 
When they arrived upon 
tne so.'ne and called for Burke they 
were greeted by a fusilade from the 
negroes concealed in ambush in the 
buenas surrounding the house and in 
the hou.-e itself.

Solemn Episcopal Ceremonial* at aa Un­ 
veiling la W ashington—Fre*idcat 
M cKinley Freeent. 


W a sh in g to n , Oct. 24.—A most im ­ 
pressive ceremony in this city was the 
unveiling of the peace cross on the sum­ 
mit of Mount St. Albans, the site for 
the new Episcopal cathedral.

got the best of the difficulty. The next 
night a crowd of w hite men, headed 
Hy Wallace Sibley, who was deputized 
to arrest the m an, w ent to B urke’s 
bouto, which is about a mile from 
Harpersville.

When Major General M erritt recent­ 
ly arrived in Paris from Manila to help 
the peace commission now in session 
there by his advice regarding the Phil­ 
ippine question, he granted an inter­ 
view to a correspondent of the New 
York Herald regarding the islands re­ 
cently conquered by Admiral Dewey. 
“ Id what way do the Filipinos re­ 
gard the question of a protectorate?" 
was the first question asked. 
“ Well, the feeling among the English 
residents," replied the general, “ is un­ 
doubtedly that we should take the is­ 
lands in toto. I think the representative 
feeling among the Filipinos, however, 
is that we should establish a protecto­ 
rate over the archipelago. But a curious 
fact Should be remarked right here in 
this connection—they do not know ex­ 
actly what a protectorate means. They 
seem to think, from their erode know! 
edge of the term, that a protectorate 
means for the United States to take 
care of them and let them collect all 
the revenues and all that sort of thing. 
That, I think, is Aguinaldo’s view of 
the m atter. 
They want us to pay the 
expenses while they grow rich on the 
profits." 
“ I left Admiral Dewey," said Gen­ 
eral M erritt, “ very well indeed. He is 
very happy there. He says that since 
the army has got out there he has had 
less worry and anxiety than before. 
Furthermore, be ia very contented aud 
wants to stay there. He will remain 
there for some time, I think.

They are sending two of our new war 
vessels up to him—at least, they say so. 
I have been working with him, and our 
relations have been very pleasant all 
the way through." 
“ Can you give me your impressions 
of Aguinaldo?" was asked. 
“ W ith pleasure," was the answer. 
“ Aguinaldo has been a problem even to 
the people in the Philippines. 
Some 
people think he is very clever, and then 
again there are some who think that 
Agninaldo has very good advisers. 
He 
is a man of very few words. I have 
never met him, I may tell yon, and you 
can thoroughly understand why I say 
so. I have avoided him for reasons that 
are patent 
Aguinaldo is not without 
education. He is not college bred at all. 
I think that be is getting a little inflat­ 
ed with the present condition of affairs, 
and for this reason a good many people 
will certainly desert him if he contin­ 
ues to conduct himself on the same 
lines. Most of the leading men ont there 
are thoroughly American in their sym­ 
pathies." 
“ How did the Philippines generally 
impress you?" 
“ Very favorably. I think a great in ­ 
justice has been done to the native pop­ 
ulation. By very many people they are 
accused of having no gratitude, and 
some people have gone so far as to say 
that they have no expression in their 
language for the phrase’Thank you.’ 
Now I have found the Filipinos thor­ 
oughly susceptible to good treatment, 
and I am certain that they would al­ 
ways prove grateful in return for fair 
dealing by better educated men. They 
are much superior in general points of 
character to the natives of kindred peo­ 
ple in any other part of the world. 
They are more oapable of self govern­ 
ment than I think the Cubans are, but 
that is not saying that the Filipinos are 
oapable of appreciating all the privi­ 
leges of a republican form of govern­ 
ment yet, but I think they could be edu­ 
cated up to it. They are certainly a tract­ 
able people. They are very kind in their 
disposition and, as I have said, appre­ 
ciative of good treatm ent." 
“ As a race, general, w hat seem to 
you to be the principal points in their 
character?’ ’ 
“ Well, there is a good deal of Malay­ 
an blood in them, some Chinese and 
possibly some Japanese. They are quick 
lo learn, are great imitators, and in 


this respect exiii bit many ot tne coarac- 
teristics of the Chinese. They are capa­ 
ble of improvement, however; there is 
uo question about that." 
“ Do you think they eau grasp our 
American ideas of government."’’ 
“ Ah. as to that, undoubtedly it would 
take time for them to understand our 
ideas. ‘ * 
“ What is tho disp' aition of the F il­ 
ipinos toward Amen ans as a rule?" 
“ The people are very favorable to 
Americans. They have even g ne so far 
as to express then selves glad of the 
probable change, aud Spanish residents 
say they would be glad to see the Amer­ 
icans govern the country. I may men­ 
tion in this connection that tho shop­ 
keepers are particularly pronounced in 
their opinion in this respect. They are 
very tired of Spanish rule, and they are 
wearied of the strong influence which 
the monastic orders have gained over 
them. 
In this connection it may be in­ 
teresting to note that among the com­ 
plications prevailing in the religious 
world in the Philippines the Jesuits and 
their native priests are popular among 
the Filipinos, while on the other baud, 
the monastic orders are bitterly hated. 
This is caused by their aggressions and 
oppressions. 
The monks own every- j 
thing. They use the natives to cnltivate i 
their 
lands and then turn them off 
af tor the laud has been worked into 
good condition." 
“ Are the Filipinos well educated?" 
| 
“ They have lawyers and doctors and 
men of kindred professions and bear com -, 
parison with those of other countries, 
but they are not very numerous, and a 
good many of them have not lived in 
the country all the time, but they have 
had their schools, aud the Jesuits have 
certainly done them a great deal of 
good. There is no doubt about that, j 
They have had their astronomers also 
and their observatories, and it must be 
admitted that the Jesuits havo done a 
great deal for the islands." 
“ How are the Filipinos in regard to 
their national habits and traits of char­ 
acter?’ ’ 
“ They have derived all their inspira­ 
tions from the Spaniards, and even in 
the organization of the army they know 
nothing else than what the Spanish 
have taught them. They ape the Span­ 
ish manners to a great extent. They 
are dignified, courteous aud reserved, 
but you eau see that this is an im ita­ 
tion of an example they have ever had 
set them. If they mixed with some of 
our western nations, I am satisfied that 
they would greatly ohauge in all these 
respects." 
“ Speaking of the climate, how did 
you like it?" 
“ I want to say that the climate has 
been very unjustly described. I think it 
is most admirable—the best you can 
possibly imagine. Of course, as I only 
arrived there 
in July, I am speak­ 
ing from that point of view, but we 
had no weather there while I was in 
the Philippines that was not perfectly 
seasonable. I found that was the gen­ 
eral opinion in most of the places where 
the English had settled in the straits 
and elsewhere." 
“ How do our men stand the climate?" 
“ Admirably. For three or four weeks 
we had incessant rains, and the men in 
trenches were up to their middles in 
water the greater part of every 24 
hours, yet there was no sickness among 
them, and they took very good care of 
themselves. After the excitement of the 
war has worn off and the good health 
which they brought w ith them from 
America is exhausted it is possible that 
some sickness may break out among 
them, owing to climatic changes and 
different conditions of living, bat they 
were singularly healthy, and a better 
lot of soldiers I have never seen in my 
life. They were all practically volun­ 
teers. 
Even the regulars were new. 
They had had more experience with 
their officers, but they were no more 
efficient than the volunteer corps. 
We 
had a splendid lot of men there, repro 
seating the various professions in the 
United States. We had soldiers from 
Colorado, Minnesota and also Pennsyl­ 
vania. The latter was an excellent regi­ 
ment, and all the way through they 
were as good a lot of soldiers as I should 
care to command, and I have been en­ 
lightened in regard to the efficiency of 
the volunteer service from what I have 
seen of my meu in the Philippines. We 
had English officers ont there and Jap­ 
anese and Uermau officers as well, and 
they were all impressed with the phy­ 
sique of our men and with the uncom­ 
plaining manner with which they did 
their duty and the general cheerfulness 
that characterized their work. They 
were quite a contrast, as an English 
officer said, to the growling to which 
‘Tommy Atkins' is prone." 
“ Did any of the regiments show any 
advantage over one another in the way 
of adaptation to theclim ate of the Phil­ 
ippines?'’ 
“ I did not remark that any one regi­ 
ment stood the climate better than an­ 
other. Of oonrse most of our regiments 
were from the northwest, except the 
Pennsylvanians."

WILLIAM’S JOURNEY 
TO 


THE HOLY LAND.

No more picturesque event has occur 
red within recent years than the K ip 
peror William’s pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land. He is going in all the pomp aud 
splendor that marked tho royal crusaders 
of early England. 
His following will 
be a numerous one, and though martial 
in bearing aud equipment the mission 
will be one af peace. 
As illustrating the impressive propor­ 
tions on which the tonr will be con­ 
ducted it may be mentioned that Messrs. 
Cook, in whose care the emperor has 
placed himself and suit, have requisi­ 
tioned no fewer than 1,500 horses and 
mules. The emperors bodyguard will 
be composed of soldiers selected from 
his own army, aud not one of the picked 
meu is less than 7 feet in height. Fifty 
servants will wait upon the emperor’s 
personal needs, and a like number of 
grooms will care for the horses aud 
mules placed at the disposal of the 
kaiser and suit. 
The tents in which the principal 
members of this magnificent pilgrimage 
will sleep ae they journey from city to 
city are of the most gorgeous kind. 
Particularly fine is tho tent allotted to 
tne kaiser. It is divided into rooms for 
the royal pilgrim to sleep and dress in, 
and a good part of it has been convert­ 
ed into an elaborately decorated dining 
saloon. 
Tho entrance to the tent is 
draped with heavy curtains, and the 
imperial monogram appears on each 
side. 
The itinerary originally prepared has 
been changed in one or two details. His 
majesty will for the first time set foot 
on the Holy Land at Caifa, where he 
will arrive ou board the Hohenzollern 
on Oct. 26. 
A carriage and four horses 
will be in waiting, and in this vehicle, 
surrounded by his brilliantly attired 
giant guards, the emperor will drive 
along the plain of Sharon to Csesarea, 
where on the night of O ct 20 the camp 
will be pitched. 
On the following morning the jour­ 
ney will be resumed, Yafa being reach­ 
ed on Ort. 27. 
Here the emperor will 
visit several places of interest, includ­ 
ing the house of Simon the Tanner. 
On the morning of Oct. 28 the em­ 
peror will mount a splendidly capar­ 
isoned horse, aud the procession will 
move toward Jerusalem. That night his 
majesty will spend under canvas at La- 
trum. The road to Jerusalem follows 
the side of the valley of Ajalon (Joshua 
x, 12) aud ascends the mountains of 
Jndsea and passes the site of Emmaus 
(Luke xxiv, 18). 
Presently above the 
walls of the city—the city where every 
stone is historic, the scene of the 
world’s greatest and grandest tragedy 
—peeps the glistening dome of Omar’s 
mosque. 
At the Yafa gate the emperor’s entry 
into Jerusalem will be signalized by a 
spectacle that will live long in the mem­ 
ory of those privileged to witness it. 
This function will take place on Oct. 
29. 
The kaiser will consecrate the 
Church of St. John at Jerusalem, and 
will probably visit the Garden tomb, 
which has been declared by General 
Gordon and other authorities to be the 
actual sepulcher in which oar Lord was 
laid. 
On horseback the emperor w ill jour­ 
ney to Jericho, passing on the way the 
Mount of Olives and the Inn of the 
Good Samaritans. 
He will see the 
Apostles’ spring, the great Jordan and 
the Dead sea, the tomb of Lazarus and 
the bonse of Mary and Martha. The 
kaiser reaches Jerusalem again on Nov. 
2, aud is expected to see the Jews’ 
wailing place, where the unique spec­ 
tacle of Jews weeping over the ruins of 
the ancient city will probably meet his 
eye. 
His majesty returns to Yafa and 
sails thence on Nov. 5 for Caifa. A car­ 
riage and four will be in waiting, and 
thus he will visit Nazareth and Tiberias. 
The emperor will in all likelihood 
ride to the top of the Mount of Beati­ 
tudes (Matthew v), wheie the last great 
battle of the crusaders was fought and 
where their fate was sealed on July 5, 
1187. This part of the tour will occupy 
two days. 
Then returning to Caifa the 
imperial yacht with its attendant cruis­ 
ers will sail for Beirut. 
Here on Nev. 
l l his majesty will take train for Da 
mascus, the oldest city in the world. 
The Pearl of the East is in the 
highest degree beautiful as one ap­ 
proaches it. Orange trees cluster round 
the houses, which stand out white and 
clear against the perennial blue of the 
skies. Many of the streets are narrow, 
the best 
being the “ street 
called 
Straight," mentioned in the Acts of the 
Apostles. In Damascus are situated the 
house of Judas and the house of Anani­ 
as, and the bazaars are more resplendent 
than even those of Cairo or Contanti- 
nople.—London Mail.

UKES THE FILIPINOS. 


Major General Merritt Strongly 
Impressed. 
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When Major General M erritt recent­ 
ly arrived in Paris from M anila to help 
the peace commission now in session 
there by bis advice regarding the P hil­ 
ippine question, be granted an inter­ 
view to a correspondent of tho New 
Ycrk Herald regarding tho islands re­ 
cently conquered by Adm iral Dewey. 
“ In w hat way do the Filipinos re­ 
gard the question of a protectorate?’’ 
was the first question asked. 
“ W ell, the feeling among the English 
residents,” replied the general, “ is un­ 
doubtedly that we should take the is­ 
lands in toto. I think the representative 
feeling among the Filipinos, however, 
is th at we should establish a protecto­ 
rate over the archipelago. B ut a curious 
fact should be remarked rig h t here in 
this connection—they do not know ex­ 
actly w hat a protectorate means. They 
seem to think, from their erode know! 
edge of the term, that a protectorate 
means for tho United States to take 
care of them and let them collect all 
the revenues and all th at sort of thing. 
That, I think, is A guinaldo^ view of 
the m atter. 
They w ant na to pay the 
expenses w hile they grow rich on the 
profits. ” 
“ I left Adm iral Dewey, ” said Gen­ 
eral M erritt, “ very well indeed. He is 
very happy there. 
He says that since 
the arm y has got out there he has had 
less worry and anxiety than before. 
Furtherm ore, he is very contented and 
w ants to stay there. 
He w ill remain 
there for some time, I think. He is ex 


this respect exhibit many or toe cnarac- 
teristioH of tile Chinese.

“ Do yon think they eau grasp our 
American id o- of government?”

keepers are particularly pronounced in 
their opinion in this respect. 
They are 
very tired of Spanish rule, and they are 
wearied of the stroug influence which 
the monastic orders have gained over 
them. 
In this connection it may be in­ 
teresting to note that among the com­ 
plications prevailing in the religious 
world in the Philippines the Jesuits aud 
their native priests are popular among 
the Filipinos, while on the other baud, 
the monastic orders are bitterly hated. 
This is caused by their aggressions and 
oppressions. 
The monks own every­ 
thing. They use the natives to cultivate 
their 
lands aud then turn them off 
after the laud has been worked into 
good condition. ” 
“ Are the Filipinos well educated?” 
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No more picturesque * vt ut has occur 
red within recent yiars than the En* 
peror William’s pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land. 
He in going in all the pomp and 
splendor that marked tho royal crusaders 
of early England. 
His following will 
be a numerous one, and though martial 
in bearing aud equipment the mission

“ Can yon give me your impressions 
of Aguinaldo?” was asked. 
“ W ith pleasure,” was the answer. 
'A guinaldo has been a problem even to 
the people in the Philippines. 
Some 
people think he is very clever, and then 
again there are some who think that 
Aguinaldo has very good advisers. 
He 
i s a m an of very few words. I have 
never m et him, I m ay tell yon, and you 
can thoroughly understand why I say 
so. I have avoided him for reasons th at 
are p aten t 
Aguinaldo is not w ithout 
education. He is not college bred at all. 
think that he is getting a little inflat­ 
ed w ith the present condition of affaire, 
and for this reason a good m any people 
w ill certainly desert him if he contin­ 
ues to conduct himself on the same 
lines. Most of tho leading men out there 
are thoroughly American in their sym­ 
pathies.” 
“ How did the Philippines generally 
impress you?” 
“ Very favorably. I think a great in ­ 
justice has been done to the native pop­ 
ulation. By very many people they are 
accused of having no gratitude, aud 
some people have gone so far as to say 
th at they have no expression in their 
language for the p h rase ‘Thank you. ’ 
Now I have fouud the Filipinos thor­ 
oughly susceptible to good treatm ent, 
and I am certain th at they would al­ 
ways prove grateful in return for fair 
dealing by better educated men. 
They 
are much superior in general points of 
character to the natives of kindred peo­ 
ple in any other part of the world. 
They are more capable of self govern­ 
m ent than I think the Cubans are, but 
th at is not saying that the Filipinos are 
capable of appreciating all the privi­ 
leges of a republican form of govern­ 
m ent yet, but I think they could be edu­ 
cated up to i t They are certainly a tract­ 
able people. They are very kiud in their 
disposition and, as I have said, appre­ 
ciative of good treatm ent.” 
“ As a race, general, w hat seem to 
you to be the principal points in their 
character?' ’ 
“ Well, there is a good deal of M alay­ 
an blood in them, seine Chinese and 
possibly some Japanese. They are quick 
to learn, are great im itators, and in 


paneon 
but they aro not very numerous, and a 
good many of them have not lived in 
the country all the time, hut they have 
had their schools, and the Jesuits have 
certainly done them a great deal of 
good. 
There is no doubt about that. 
They have had their astronomers also 
and their observatories, and it must be 
admitted that the Jesuits havo done a 
great deal for the islands. ” 
“ How are the Filipinos in regard to 
their national habits and traits of char­ 
acter?” 
“ They have derived all their inspira 
tions from the Spaniards, and even in 
the organization of the arm y they know 
nothing else than w hat the Spanish 
have taught them. 
They ape the Spau 
ish manners to a great extent. 
They 
are dignified, courteous aud reserved, 
but you eau see that this is an im ita­ 
tion of an example they have ever had 
set them. 
If they mixed with some of 
our western nations, I am satisfied that 
they would greatly cbauge in all these 
respects. 
“ Speaking of the climate, how did 
you like it?” 
“ I w ant to say that the clim ate has 
been very unjustly described. I think it 
is most admirable—the best you eau 
possibly imagine. 
Of coarse, as I only 
arrived there 
in July, I am speak­ 
ing from that point of view, but we 
had no weather there w hile I was in 
the Philippines that was not perfectly 
seasonable. 
I found th at was the gen­ 
eral opinion in most of the places where 
the English had settled in the straits 
and elsewhere.” 
“ How do our men stand the climate?” 
“ Admirably. For three or four weeks 
we had incessant rains, and the men in 
trenches were up to their middles in 
w ater the greater part of every 24 
hours, yet there was no sickness among 
them, and they took very good care of 
themselves. After the excitem ent of the 
w ar has worn off and the good health 
w hich they brought w ith them from 
America is exhausted it ie possible that 
some sickness may break out among 
them , owing to clim atic changes and 
different conditions of living, but they 
were singularly healthy, and a better 
lot of soldiers I have never seen in my 
life. 
They were all practically volun­ 
teers. 
Even the regulars were new. 
They had had more experience w ith 
their officers, but they were no more 
efficient than the volunteer oorps. 
We 
had a splendid lot of men there, repre­ 
senting the various professions in the 
United States. 
W e had soldiers from 
Colorado, Minnesota and also Pennsyl­ 
vania. The latter was an excellent regi­ 
ment, and all the way through they 
were as good a lot of soldiers as I should 
care to command, aud I have been en­ 
lightened in regard to tho efficiency of 
the volunteer service from w hat I have 
seen of my meu in the Philippines. We 
had English officers out there aud Jap­ 
anese and German officers as well, and 
they were all impressed w ith the phy­ 
sique of onr men and w ith the uncom­ 
plaining manner w ith which they did 
their duty and the general cheerfulness 
th at characterized their work. 
They 
were quite a contrast, as an English 
officer said, to the grow ling to which 
‘Tommy A tkins' is prone.” 
"D id any of the regim ents show any 
advantage over one another in the way 
of adaptation to the clim ate of the Phil­ 
ippines?” 
“ I did not rem ark th at any one regi­ 
m ent stood the clim ate better than an­ 
other. Of course most of our regiments 
were from the northwest, except the 
Pennsylvanians. ”

The itinerary originally prepared has 
been changed in one or two details. His 
majesty w ill for the first tim e set foot 
on the Holy Land at Caifa, where he 
w ill arrive on board the Hohenzollern 
on Oct. 25. 
A carriage aud four horses 
will be iii waiting, and in this vehicle, 
surrounded by his brilliantly attired 
giant guards, the emperor w ill drive 
along the plain of Sharon to Caesarea, 
where on the night of Oct. 26 the camp 
will be pitched. 
On the following morning the jour­ 
ney will be resumed, Yafa being reach­ 
ed on Oct. 27 
Here the emperor will 
visit several places of interest, includ­ 
ing the honse of Simon the Tanner. 
On the morning of Oct. 28 the em­ 
peror w ill mount a splendidly capar­ 
isoned horse, aud the procession will 
move toward Jerusalem. That night his 
majesty w ill spend under canvas at La- 
trum. 
The road to Jerusalem follows 
the side of the valley of Ajalon (Joshua 
x, 1 2) and ascends the mountains of 
Judsea and pisses the site of Emmaus 
(Luke xxiv, 13). 
Presently above the 
walls of the city—the city where eveiy 
stone is historic, the scene of the 
world’s greatest and grandest tragedy 
—peeps the glistening dome of Om ar’s 
mosqua 
At the Yafa gate the emperor’s entry 
into Jerusalem w ill be signalized by a 
spectacle that will live long in the mem­ 
ory of those privileged to witness it. 
This function w ill take place on Oct. 
29. 
The kaiser w ill consecrate the 
Church of St. John at Jerusalem, and 
w ill probably visit the Garden tomb, 
which bas been declared by General 
Gordon and other authorities to be the 
actual sepulcher in which our Lord was 
laid. 
On horseback the emperor w ill jour­ 
ney to Jericho, passing on the way the 
Mount of Olives and the Inn of the 
Good Sam aritans. 
He will see the 
Apostles’ spring, the great Jordan and 
the Dead sea, the tomb of Lazarus and 
the house of Mary and Martha. 
The 
kaiser reaches Jerusalem again on Nev. 
2, and is expected to see the Jew s’ 
wailing place, where the unique spec­ 
tacle of Jew s weeping over the ruins of 
the ancient city will probably meet his 
eye. 
His m ajesty returns to Yafa and 
sails thence on Nov. 6 for Caifa. A car­ 
riage and four w ill be in waiting, and 
thus he w ill visit Nazareth and Tiberias. 
The emperor will in all likelihood 
ride to the top of the Mount of Beati­ 
tudes (Matthew v), wheie the last great 
battle of the crusaders was fought aud 
where their fate was sealed on July 5, 
1187. This part of the tour will occupy 
two days. 
Then returning to Caifa the 
imperial yacht with its attendant cruis­ 
ers will sail for Beirut. 
Here ou Nov. 
l l his majesty will take train for Da 
mascus, the oldest city in the world. 
The Pearl of the East is in the 
highest degree beantiful as one ap­ 
proaches it. Orange trees cluster round 
the houses, which stand out white and 
clear against the perennial blue of the 
skies. 
Many of the streets are narrow, 
the best 
being the “ street 
called 
Straight,” mentioned in the Acts of the 
Apostles. In Damascus are situated the 
house of Judas and the house of Anani­ 
as, and the bazaars are more resplendent 
than even those of Cairo or Contauti- 
nople.—London Mail.

NEGRO RACE SUFFERING. 


■ ta Only Rope In KmlRPntlnn to Af­ 
rica, Say* Bishop Turner. 
Bishop Henry M. Turner of Georgia 
is an entbosias: on the subject of negro 
emigration—a movement with which 
helm s been cicely, identified for sev­ 
eral years. 
Eventually, he thinks, the 
discussion of the question w ill bring 
about a grand exodus of negroes to 
Africa. 
It is emigration or extermina­ 
tion, in bis opinion. 
Ile said the other 
day in an interview: 
“ Africa is the negro’s fatherland, and 
the sooner he goes thi re the better for 
him. statistics show that tie* negro race 
is dying out, and it certainly is not 
growing healthier, wealthier, happier, 
wiser or anything else which goes to 
make life worth living. Africa proffers 
the greatest possibilities on earth for 
the negro to emigrate to—that is, if he 
has any idea of being anything this 
side of the day of general account giv­ 
ing. Even nature is invoking the negro 
to return to his God given home. 
The 
trade winds which once blew from SOO 
to 400 miles out at sea from the west 
coast 
of 
Africa 
have 
mysteriously 
changed their course, and are now fan­ 
ning the shores, moderating the equa­ 
torial climate, diminishing the heat and 
humidity and driving away the death 
dealing fevers and malaria. I believe 
this is the work of God preparing Africa 
for the reception of her children who 
•re suffering in America and who must 
return sooner or later. If I bad $5,000,* 
OOO, I would invest every cent in ships, 
and would see that every negro who 
wished to go to Africa got them. Now, 
some of my people want to know why 
I do not go to Africa and stay there. I 
believe I am needed in America, but 
the very moment I can get 50,000 or 
100,000 negroes to go with me I am off 
like a quarter horse, and I will think it 
the best day’s work I ever accom­ 
plished. ** 
“ Has the African emigration move­ 
ment met with the approval of a ma­ 
jority of the race?’* * 
"No, indeed; but, on the contrary, a 
lot of ignorant negroes have opposed it 
from its very inception. They prate 
about the sickness of Africa and many 
other things of which they are in dense 
ignorance. The thoughtful and intelli­ 
gent of the white race indorse the emi­ 
gration policy, and it will yet prove a 
success and of untold blessing to the 
negro raoe.**—New York Sun.

The heaviest thing in the world is the 
metal osmium, the bluish white metal 
with violet luster which Mr. Smithson 
Tennant discovered 90 years ago in the 
residue from dissolved platinum ores. 
This metal has a specific giavityof 22.- 
477; that of gold being 19.265; lead, 
11.867; iron, 7.79, and lithium, the 
lightest, only 0.594. 
Tho French chemist, Joly, determined 
that osmium is likewise the most in­ 
fusible of metals. 
It could never be 
made to yield to the oxyhydrogen flame 
which makes platinum aud irridium 
run like water, but Joly bas boen sub­ 
jecting osmium to the exclusively high 
temperature c f the electric arc which 
Moissan has of late employed successful­ 
ly in the manufacture of diamonds. 
Under this fierce heat tho rare metal, 
ruthenium, w hich used to bo deemed all 
but infusible, readily melts, but osmium 
remains refractory, there being apparent­ 
ly only tho faintest traces of fusion. On 
this account osmium cannot be prepared 
in sufficient quantities to make it very 
useful iu the arts, but its alloy with ir­ 
ridium, which defies the acids, is of 
some value, nothing bettor having been 
I’ound wherewith to tip gold pens. 
Be­ 
ing nonmagnetic, its employment for 
the bearings of tbe mariner’s compass 
las been advocated.—Popular Science

IVEW RICHES FOLLOW FIRE. 


A G rea t H o n ey P r o d u c in g P la n t D is­ 
c o v e r e d In th e N o r th w e st. 
It is about four years since the great 
Hinckley fire, that caused the death of 
>00 persons in the cu t over pine lands 
'if northern Minnesota and wiped out 
every green thing in an area of 500 
square miles, says the Now York Sun. 
Lumbering had been almost the only 
industry of that region, and it was sup­ 
posed that the land had received such 
injury that it could not snpporteven the 
few people who were left alive. 
But 
four years have served to bring to it a 
larger farming population, many times 
over, than it Had before, and it now 
ships produce in large quantity to neigh­ 
boring cities. 
One of the peculiarities of the fire 
and the resulting denudation of the soil 
and burning of plant seeds over a very 
large area is that there have come up 
since several entirely new varieties of 
plants unknown to the residents of Min­ 
nesota in general, and in one case, at 
least, unfamiliar to most botanists. The 
former plants are gone. The most intel - 
esting of the new plants is something 
like Scotch heather, differing from it in 
a tendency toward the ordinary fire­ 
weed of the northern states, which al­ 
ways follows fire in forest areas. 
This 
weed or shrub now covers thousands of 
acres of the burned country, finding a 
foothold wherever the farmers are not 
cultivating. 
Bee culturists in southern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin have found it 
to be one of the most remarkable plants 
as a honey producer, and say that it is 
better than any uncultivated honey tree, 
not excepting the basswood. 
They have begun to bring in bees, 
and honey now’ promises to be one of 
the leading industries of the district. 
Thousands of hives were set up in the 
neighborhood west of Hinckley last 
year, and the number is greater this 
year. It is said that this year there have 
been produced in that section not less 
than 1,000,000 pounds of honey, worth 
on the farm about $80,000, and this is 
a country where five years ago there 
were only wild bees and not many of 
them. 
This is almost entirely due to 
the introduction of new honey produc­ 
ing plants that have come since the 
great fire. 


ZANGWILL ON ACTORS. 


CHANCE FOR CAPITAL 


Prospects F or Men o f Smcill 
Means In Porto Rico. 


His London Readers W onder What 
la the Matter W ith Him. 
Israel Zangw ill’s explosion against 
the drama and its exponents flashes 
through the first London fog of the sea­ 
son. In the dabs and hostelries of the 
Strand theater land, where actors con­ 
gregate, the recent afternoon papeis re­ 
porting Mi. Zangwill’g lecture at the 
Lyceum theater, New York, were crush­ 
ed beneath the heel, and figures depart­ 
ed into the gloom, muttering wildly. 
Bat managers, alas, confirm the lectur­ 
er’s estimate of the ignorance of actors. 
The dramatists are even more philo­ 
sophical and joke about the fault finder. 
Anthony Hope, happy after the recent 
success of “ The Adventure of Lady 
Ursula," read the dispatch, laughed, 
and said: “ I do not think that I will 
enter tho fray. 
I might get my head 
broken, yon know.” 
W illiam Archer, who is always aus­ 
terely judicial, expressed surprise on 
seeing that the lecturer in his solitary 
little dramatic effort had not been 
severely treated by the critics. He con­ 
cluded oracularly, “ ButZangwill is a 
very effective speaker." G. R. Sims 
said, “ I never take notice of soap fits, 
either in literature, on the platform or 
in the street." Mr. Sims frowned dark­ 
ly on reading the attacks on popular 
audiences, and said: “ Who is Zangwill, 
who talks so loftily about the mob? I 
think it quite as well to appeal to the 
mob as to a professional deadhead." 
Sir Henry Irving would not talk on 
the subject. 
He is in bed with a chill at 
Glasgow. 
The chill was not contracted 
through Mr. Zangwill’s attack. The 
latter’s readers in London wonder what 
is the matter w ith him. 
Mr. Arthur 
Pinero says it is probable there is some 
modicum of truth in Mr. Zangwill’s at­ 
tack, but he shows ignorance, illiberal!- 
ty and vulgarity in condemning the dra­ 
inage classes. 
Mr. Pinero added that 
he believed the lecture was not reported 
correctly. 
Mr. Alexander said he pre­ 
ferred to make no comment on the mat­ 
ter.—Special Cable to New York Sun.

John F. Lynch, a farmer who lives 
east of Perry, O. T., had a queer experi­ 
ence the other day.

Tit’es in Porto Rico are regarded with 
a sufficient tincture of suspicion by 
Americans during the present interreg­ 
num, when it has become somewhat 
questionable with some as to what offi­ 
cers have authority to administer an 
oath or what courts are possessed of 
competent jurisdiction to receive and 
file records, to place a considerable 
lim it upon transactions in realties. 
So 
far as the military power now govern­ 
ing the island goes there has been no 
disturbance of tbe legal status of affairs. 
On the contrary, definite instructions 
were given by General Miles for the 
recognition of the existing regularly 
established authorities. 
Capital is, however, as we all know, 
proverbially timid and does not brook 
uncertainties, so until the island is 
fully aud finally transferred to the own­ 
ership of the United States it is likely 
that the markets w ill remain sluggish. 
Notwithstanding all this, assurances 
are given by reliable Porto Ricans that 
all titles are clear and defensible, and 
perfect abstracts can be obtained. 
There are now in the province of 
Ponce probably 800 Americans, who 
are here to look up the prospects for 
investments and the business chances, 
and possibly there are as many more in 
other parts of tho island. 
These repre­ 
sent every element of professional, com­ 
mercial and industrial life, and it is 
safe to say that they are a shrewd lot 
and that such investigations as they 
make w ill be searching and conclusive. 
My own information leads me to one 
fixed conclusion, and that may be thus 
stated: Porto Rico offers promise to but 
a limited number of men with small 
capital. It is not like our western states 
and territories, a country with exten­ 
sive areas of unoccupied or unclaimed 
lands. 
Every acre is owned by some­ 
body, and possession can only be ac­ 
quired by purchase. 
Inasmuch as it is 
pretty well understood that the Ameri­ 
cans, having conquered the island, will 
now want to occupy it and that we are 
a people not only possessed of wealth, 
bat somewhat liberally inclined to part 
with it, prices have not only advanced 
materially since the signing of the pro­ 
tocol, but there is every prospect for 
them to still mount upward. 
A Chicago real estate man who has 
been for some weeks looking into the 
situation puts it thus: 
“ My impressions when I left Chicago 
were that Porto Rico woald offer some 
fine openings for men of small means 
who lack opportunities at home, and I 
oame here to seek information with that 
proposition chiefly in view. 
You know 
that the man in the United States who 
has only a few thousands is lost sight 
of in this age of pools and trusts and com­ 
bines and syndicated department stores, 
and my thought was that here was a 
conntiy to which he might come, and, 
with his limited means, begin life again 
tinder more hopeful conditions. I find," 
he continued, farther, “ that the coffee, 
sugar and tobacco plantations ale, in 
the main, of large extent, and when 
owners are willing to part with them at 
all, which is in rare caws, the amount 
necessary to purchase reaches sums run­ 
ning from $50, OOO upward. Fruit farm­ 
ing is uncertain and reliable data upon 
which to base estimates are difficult, if 
not impossible, to obtain. After investi­ 
gating these I tamed my attention to 
dairying and other minor industries, 
but there are some unfavorable circum­ 
stances surrounding these more or less 
insurmountable, and I am convinced 
that Porto Rico, except in a very lim it­ 
ed sense, is not a poor man’s country. ” 
I desire here, however, to repeat and 
emphasize certain statements of mine 
made elsewhere as to some lines of busi­ 
ness here. There are openings for good, 
well conducted American hotels, res­ 
taurants, barber shops, laundries, tailor 
shops, hack and express lines, livery 
stables, etc., and when the building era 
begins, which will be next year, there 
will be work for every sort of mechanic. 
I speak of the building era because un­ 
der any set of circumstances it is bound 
to come. 
The agricultural lands and, 
in fact, the whole island are sure to pass 
into the bands of Americans. Their su­ 
perior methods and commercial sagacity 
will enable them to gradually absorb 
the holdings of a race so ill fitted to 
compete with them as tbe Porto Ricans, 
intelligent and shrewd though they are 
as measured from the standpoint of 
comparison with the other native peo­ 
ples of the Antilles. 
With due respect to the conclusions 
of the Chicago man above quoted I 
I want to give it as my opinion that, if 
buyers come early enough, unimproved 
lands in small tracts may be had at 
justifiable figures—lands which may be 
planted in coffee and made to yield rich 
returns in five years. 
Daring tbe un­ 
productive growing period com, vege­ 
tables and some fruits may be cultivat­ 


ed ami sold th a t snouitf pay the living 
expenses 
Coffee growing 
in 
Porto 
Rico is about tho most profitable indus­ 
try today in tho world. 
It would pay 
and does pay under ordinarily favor­ 
able conditions 80 per cent on tho in ­ 
vestment year in aud year out. 
This 
equals tho returns from the wool in­ 
dustry in tho palmy days of the north 
west 
My information is that the lands 
fit for coffee culture may bo increased 
50 per cont on tho island, and in this I 
feee a ray of promise for a limited num­ 
ber oi small capitalists who have been 
frozen out of most things at homo. 
There are a few other things that in 
toe Hands OI our energetic aud resource­ 
ful people it seems to me should afford 
the moans for some small investors to 
establish themselves with profitable re­ 
turns. 
Where the bounties of nature are so 
lavishly bestowed as in Porto Rico there 
must be a variety of now things within 
the reach of the American. 
Among 
these are macaroni aud chocolate fac­ 
tories, spice aud dye plants, fruit pack­ 
ing establishments, etc. 
There are cer­ 
tainly good openings for breweries. The 
people are very fond of beer, and it is 
brought a1) the way from the United 
States aud Germany at very large ex­ 
pense. It is served with ice broken aud 
put into the glass, a process which of 
course flattens it disagreeably at once. 
The class of cantle here, while they 
present a good appearance to tho eye, 
are inferior as to beef and milk yielding 
qualities. So far dairying has been un­ 
successful by reason of the poverty of 
the milk, but why it would not pay to 
bring in better stock both for the block 
aud for butter making I am unable to 
see. 
Superior grades of poultry might 
also be imported. 
They sell for a good 
price, and eggs bring 20 cents a dozen 
much of the year. 
It must be under­ 
stood that the old ruts have been persist­ 
ently followed bere for centuries, but 
the people appear to be quick to see 
and appreciate better things when they 
are pointed out to them. 
What is to become tho chief town of 
the island seems to be a moot ques­ 
tion. 
San Juan has a superior harbor, 
but the heulth and climatic conditions 
are Jess favorable than on this side.

The most intel- 
esting of the new plants is something 
like Scotch heather, differing from it in 
a tendency toward the ordinary fire­ 
weed of the northern states, which al­ 
ways follows tiro in forest areas. 
This 
weed or shrub now covers thousands of 
acres of the burned country, finding a 
foothold wherever the farmers are not 
cultivating. 
Bee culturists iii southern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin have found it 
to be one of the most remarkable plants 
as a honey producer, and say that it is 
better than any uncultivated honey tree, 
not excepting the basswood.

On the contrary, definite instructions 
were given by General Miles for the 
recognition of the existing regularly 
established authorities. 
Capital is, however, as we all know, 
proverbially timid and does not brook 
uncertainties, so until the island is 
fully and finally transferred to tho own­ 
ership of the United States it is likely 
that the markets will remain sluggish. 
Notwithstanding all this, assurances 
are given by reliable Porto Ricans that 
all titles are clear and defensible, aud 
perfect abstracts can be obtained. 
There are now in the province of 
Ponce probably 300 Americans, who 
are here to look up the prospects for 
investments aud the business chances, 
and possibly there are as many more in 
other parts of tho island. 
These repre­ 
sent every element of professional, com­ 
mercial uud industrial life, and it is 
safe to say that they are a shrewd lot 
aud that such investigations as they 
make will be searching and conclusive.

FEARED AUSTRIAN SHIP. 


N avy D epartm ent 
T h o u g h t She W oald 
Try to T ut 
Cuban 
Blockade.. 


S om e o f Sam pson'* R ep o rt, 


W ashington, Oct. 24.—The navy de­ 
partment has made public that portion 
of Admiral Sampson’s report covering 
tho conduct of the flretjiuder his com­ 
mand in. its operations in the West 
Indies for about two mouths prior to 
she destruction of Admiral Cervera’s 
ships on July 3. 
It is made up largely 
of official dispatches and tile move­ 
ments of the fleet, with explanations 
and comment by the admiral. Much of 
it has bi*en published. 
At one point he 
praised Schley for the way he block­ 
aded the Spanish fleet, previous to 
Sampson’s arrival. 
He also advised Schley to have a 
collier sunk in the neck of the harbor, 
an exploit which Hobson tried later. 
It appears that according to a dis­ 
patch to Secretary Long, dated June 
20, the channel at Santiago not having 
been obstructed by the sinking of the 
Merrimac, Admiral Sampson was pre 
paring a torpedo attack to hasten the 
destruction of the Spanish vessels. 
He 
would not do this, he says, were the 
present force to be kept there, as it 
then insured a capture whicn he be­ 
lieved would terminate the war. 
The 
above telegram was sent, the admiral 
explains, with reference to the proposed 
detachment of some of our heavy ships 
for service abroad (the proposed exped 
tion to the Spanish coast). 
On July 2 shatter urged Sampson to 
force the harbor. 
The explanation was made that it was 
impossible to force an entrance until 
the channel was cleared of mines—a 
work of some time after the forts should 
be taken possession of by the troops. 
General Shafter replied he expected 
to take the batteries in time, but he had 
already had a heavy loss, and could not 
see why the navy comd not operate un­ 
der a destructive fire as well as the 
army. 
Sampson replied in his note that the 
defenses he silenced at the entrance of 
the harbor could not 
inconvenience 
Shafter or prevent his entering the har­ 
bor. 
He further wrote in part: 
•‘Our trouble from the first has been 
that the obannel to the harbor is well 
strewn with observation mines, which 
would certainly result in the sinking of 
one or more of our snips if we attempted 
to enter the harbor, and by the sinking 
of a ship the object of the attempt to 
enter the harbor would be defeated by 
the prevention of further progress on 
our part. 
“ it was my hope that an attack on 
your part of these shore batteries from 
the rear would leave us at liberty to 
drag the channel for torpedoes. 
“ if it is your earnest uesire that we 
should force our entrance, I will at 
once prepare to undertake it. 
I think, 
however, th at our pos.tion and yours 
would be m ace more difficult if, as is 
possible, we fail iii our attem pt.” 
It is apparent I rom the following dis 
patch from Acting S* eretary Allen to 
tne commanding officer of tho fleet and j 
w Ilion appears in the correspondence

W ashington, Oct. 21.—The navy de­ 
partment has made public that portion 
of Admiral Sampson's rejtorfc covering 
the conduct of the fleetjindor his com­ 
mand in. its operations in the We**t 
Indios tor about two months prior to 
the destruction of Admiral Cervera’s 
ships on .July 
It is made up largely 
of official dispatches aud the move­ 
ments of the fleet, with explanations 
and comment bv tho admiral. Mach of 
it has been published. 
At one point he 
praised Schley t*»r I he way he block­ 
aded the Spanish fleet, previous to 
Sampson’s arrival. 
Lie also advised Schley to have a 
oollit*r suuk in the neck of the harbor, 
an exploit which Hobson tried later. 
It apjtears that according to a dis­ 
patch to Secretary Long, Gated June 
2b, tho channel at Santiago not having 
been obstructed by the sinking of the 
Merrimac, Admiral Sampson was pre 
paring a torpedo attack to hasten the 
destruction of the Spanish vessels. 
He 
would not do this, he says, were the 
present force to be kept there, as it 
then insured a capture which he be­ 
lieved would term inate the war. The 
above telegram was sent, the admiral 
explains, with reference to the proposed 
detachment of some of our heavy ships 
for service abroad (the proposed expedi­ 
tion to the Spanish coast). 
Cd July 2 shutter urged Sampson to 
force the harbor. 
The explanation was made that it was 
impossible to force an entrance until 
the channel was cleared of mines—a 
work of some time after the forts should 
be taken possession of by the troops. 
General Shafter replied he expected 
to take the batteries in time, but he had 
already had a heavy loss, and oouid not 
see why toe navy comd not operate un­ 
der a destructive fire as well as the 
army. 
Sampson replied in his note that the 
defenses he silenced at the entrance of 
the harbor could not 
inoonvemence 
Shafter or prevent his entering the har­ 
bor. He further wrote in part: 
"Our trouble from the first has been 
that the channel to the harbor is well 
strewn with observation mines, which 
would oertaiuly result in the sinking of 
one or more of our snips if we attempted 
to cuter the harbor, and by the sinking 
of a ship the object of the attem pt to 
enter the harbor would be defeated by 
the prevention of further progress on 
our part. 
" It was my hope that an attack on 
your part of these shore batteries from 
the rear would leave us at liberty to 
drag the channel for torpedoes. 
" it it is your earnest uesire that we 
should force our entrance, I will at 
once prepare to undertake it. 
I think, 
however, that our pos.tiou and yours 
would be mane more difficult if, as is 
possible, we faii in our attem pt.” 
It is apparent I rom the following dis 
patch troiu Acting Secretary Allen to 
toe commanding onicer or the fleet and 
w h ic h appears in 
t h e correspondence 
that tile department felt some appre} 
I ic n sin ii regarding the movements and 
designs of the Austrian gunboat Maria 
Teresa, which ape ared in tho West 
Inurns during the war. 
" W a s h in g t o n , June 18. 
"Austrian gunboat Maria Teresa in 
West inaies is thought to visit the 
various blockades to to see if effective. 
Upon «he arrival of our troops send 
witnout delay as many as consider 
necessary of the convoy to Commodore 
No. IO, off Cienfuegos, Cuba, aud as 
there is some similarity between Aus­ 
trian and bpnnish flags caution your 
shijis against possible mistakes.”

A. Caban G eneral A lleged to Be T alking 
In H avana Cafe* and 
Cuban Camp*. 


H a v a n a , Oot. 22, via Key W est, Oct. 
24.—The Cuban General Bego has ar­ 
rived at H avaua from JPuerto Principe 
aud is preaching in Havana cafes and 
the insurgent camps near the city a 
holy war against the Americans. 
He 
has interviewed many of the leaders of 
the Cubans and has urgrd the carrying 
oil of war against Americans if inde­ 
pendence is not at once granted to 
L/uba. 
The Cuban Colonel Torriente has also 
arrived at Havana from the east and is 
currying ou a strong campaign against 
Americans and Caiixto Garcia, whom 
he professes to look upon as a traitor to 
the Cubans and as bribed by American 
gold. 
A secret circular has been sent to the 
pr. sideuts of all toe Cuban patriotic 
committees denouncing a large nnmber 
of Cabans, who are .looked upon as 
traitors to the oanse of Caban inde­ 
pendence, and are charged with being 
attached to die Americans. The circu­ 
lar recommends a vigorous contest 
against not only Spanish residents, but 
against Americans as well, "who are 
endeavoring 
to 
steal 
the 
Cabans’ 
victory.” 
The Spanish Colonel Cervera, mili­ 
tary governor of Mariano, pays daily 
visits to the insurgents’ camps in his 
district, advising tho Cubans not to sur­ 
render their arms and to make resist­ 
ance until the independence of the 
istand is declared. Colonel Cervera is 
an iutimate friend of General Parrado, 
president of the Spanish evacuation 
commission. 
Dunug tho last two weeks several 
hundred Remington carbines and large 
quantities of ammunition have beeu 
sent from Havana it is presumed by 
some of the Spanish chiefs.

Salisbury has not replied to Baron de 
Counsel’s pretensions with the decision 
which m ight have been hoped for. 
Baron de Gourcel, after a long confer­ 
ence w ith M. Delcasse, left Baris for 
London. 
Accord mg to The Temps ne 
had an im portant conversation w ith 
Lord {Salisbury before he lett London 
and will have another on returning 
there. 
A nother dispatch from Paris Bays it 
is rum ored there th at he is bringing to 
Loudon delhi.te proposals for the evacu­ 
ation of Fasboda on condition th at 
France lie granted a Nile outlet on the 
river Bahr-el-Gazal. one of the tribu­ 
taries of the Nile, entering it about ISO 
miles scut Ii w est of Fashoda at Mokrem- 
id-Bohor.

“ In w hat way do the Filipinos re­ 
gard the question of a protectorate?” 
was the first question asked. 
“ Well, the feeling among the English 
residents,” replied the general, “ iH un­ 
doubtedly that we should take the is­ 
lands in toto. I think the representative 
feeling among the Filipinos, however, 
is th at we should establish a protecto­ 
rate over the archipelago. B ut a curious 
fact should be rem arked right here in 
this connection—they do not know ex­ 
actly w hat a protectorate means. They 
seem to tbiuk, from their erode knowl 
edge of the term , that a protectorate 
means for tho United Slates to take 
care of them and let them collect all 
the revenues uud all that sort of thing. 
That, I think, is Aguinaldo'* view of 
the m atter.

Laud. 
He is going in all the pomp and 
splendor that, marked the royal crusaders 
of early England. 
His following will 
be a numerous one, and though m artial 
in bearing aud equipm ent the mission 
will be one of peaca 
As illustrating the impressive propor­ 
tions on which the tour w ill be con­ 
ducted it may be mentioned that Messrs. 
Cook, in whose care the emperor has 
placed himself and suit, have requisi­ 
tioned no fewer than 1,500 horses and 
mules. The em peror’s bodyguard will 
be composed of soldiers selected iroin 
his own army, aud not one of the picked 
men is less than 7 feet in height.

I have been working w ith him, aud our 
relations have been very pleasant all 
the way through.” 
“ Can yon give me your impressions 
at Aguinaldo?” was asked. 
“ W ith pleasure,” was the answer. 
“ Aguinaldo has been a problem even to 
the people in the Philippine* 
Some 
people think he is very clever, and then 
again there are rome who think th at 
Aguinaldo has very good advisers. 
He 
is a man of very few words. I have 
never m et him, I m ay toll yon, and you 
can thoroughly understand why I say 


bo. I have avoided him for reasons th at 
are {latent 
Aguinaldo is not w ithout 
education. He is not college bred at all. 
I think that he is getting a little inflat­ 
ed w ith the present condition of affairs, 
and fur this reason a good many people 
w ill certainly desert him if he contin­ 
ues to conduct himself ou the same 
lines. Most of tho leading men out there 
are thoroughly American in their sym­ 
pathies. ” 
“ How did the Philippines generally 
Impress you?” 
“ Very favorably. I think a great in ­ 
justice has Wen done to the native pop­ 
ulation. 
By very m any people they are 
accused of having no gratitude, aud 
some people have gone so far aN to say 
th at they have no expression in their 
language for the phrase ‘Thank you. ’ 
Now I have fouud the Filipinos thor­ 
oughly susceptible to good treatm ent, 
and I am certain th at they would a l­ 
ways prove grateful in return for fair 
dealing by better educated men. 
They 
are much superior in general points of 
character to the natives of kindred peo­ 
ple in any other part of the world. 
They are more capable of aelf govern­ 
m ent than I think the Cubans are, but 
th at is not saying th at the Filipinos are 
capable of appreciating all the privi­ 
leges of a republican form of govern­ 
m ent yet, but I think they could be edu­ 
cated up to it. They are certainly a tract­ 
able people. They are very kiud in their 
disposition mid, as I have said, appre­ 
ciative of good treatm ent.” 
“ As a raw, general, w hat seem to 
you to be the principal poiuts in their 
character?1 ’ 
“ Well, there is a gojd deal of M alay­ 
an blood in them, some Chinese and 
possibly some Japanese. They are quick 
lo learn, are groat imitators, aud in 


their 
lands aud then turn them off 
after the laud has been worked into 
good condition. ” 
“ Are tho Filipinos well educated?” 
“ They have lawyers aud doctors and 
men of kindred professions and hear com­ 
parison w ith those of other countries, 
but they are not very numerous, and a 
good m any of them have not lived in 
the country all the time, but they have 
had their schools, aud the Jesuits have 
certainly done them a great deal of 
good. 
There is no doubt about that. 
They have had their astronomers also 
and their observatories, and it m ust be 
adm itted that the Jesuits havo done a 
great deal for the islands.” 
“ How are the Filipinos in regard to 
their national habits and traits of char­ 
acter?’ ’ 
“ They have derived all their inspira­ 
tions from the {Spaniards, aud even in 
the organization of the arm y they know 
nothing else than what the Spanish 
have taught them. 
They ape the Span­ 
ish m anners to a great extent. 
They 
are dignified, courteous aud reserved, 
but you can see that this is an im ita­ 
tion of an example they have ever had 
set them. 
If they mixed w ith some of 
oar western nations, I am satisfied that 
they would greatly ohauge in all these 
respects. ” 
“ Speaking of the climate, how did 
you like it?” 
“ I want to say that the clim ate has 
been very unjustly described. I think it 
is most adm irable—the best you can 
possibly imagine. 
Of course, as I only 
arrived there 
in July, I am speak­ 
ing from that point of view, but we 
had no weather there while I was in 
the Philippines that was not perfectly 
seasonable. I found that was the gen­ 
eral opinion in most of the plaoes where 
the English had settled in the straits 
and elsewhere.” 
“ How do our men stand the climate?” 
“ Admirably. For three or four weeks 
we had incessant rains, aud the men in 
trenches were ap to their middles in 
w ater the greater part of every 24 
hours, yet there was no sickness among 
them, and they took very good care of 
themselves. After the excitem ent of the 
war has worn off and the good health 
which they brought w ith them from 
America is exhausted it ie possible that 
some sickness may break out among 
them, owing to clim atic changes aud 
different conditions of living, bn! they 
were singularly healthy, and a better 
lot of soldiers I have never seen in my 
life. 
They were all practically volun­ 
teers. 
Even the regulars were new. 
They had had more experience w ith 
their officers, but they were no more 
efficient than the volunteer corps. 
We 
bad a splendid lot of men there, repre­ 
senting the various professions in the 
United States. We had soldiers from 
Colorado, Minnesota and also Pennsyl­ 
vania. The latter was an excellent regi­ 
ment, aud all the way through they 
were as good a lot of soldiers as I should 
care to command, and I have been en­ 
lightened in regard to the efficiency of 
the volunteer service from what I have 
seen of my men in the Philippines. We 
had English officers out there aud Jap ­ 
anese aud Geriuuu officers as well, and 
they were all impressed w ith the phy­ 
sique of our men and w ith the uncom­ 
plaining manner w ith which they did 
their duty uud the general cheerfulness 
that characterized their work. 
They 
were quite a contrast, as an English 
officer said, to the growling to which 
’Tommy A tkins' is prone." 
“ Did any of the regim ents show any 
advantage over one another in tho way 
of adaptation to the clim ate of the Phil­ 
ippines?” 
“ I did not rem ark th at any one regi­ 
ment stood the clim ate better than an­ 
other. Of course most of our regiments 
were from the northwest, except the 
Pennsylvanians. ”

A carriage and four horse* 
will be iii waiting, aud iii this vehicle, 
surrounded by his brilliantly attired 
giant guards, the emperor w ill drive 
along the plain of Sharon to Caesarea, 
where on the night of O ct 26 the camp 
will be pitched. 
On the following morning the jour­ 
ney will be resumed, Yafa being reach­ 
ed on Get. 27 
Here the emperor will 
visit several places of interest, includ­ 
ing the house of Simon the Tanner. 
On the morning of Oct. 28 the em­ 
peror w ill m ount a splendidly capar­ 
isoned horse, aud the procession will 
move toward Jerusalem. That night his 
majesty will spend under canvas at La- 
trum. 
The road to Jerusalem follows 
the side of the valley of Ajalon (Joshua 
x, 12) aud ascends the mountains of 
Jnda>a and pisses the site of Emmaus 
(Luke xxiv, 18). 
Presently above the 
walls of the city—the city where eveiy 
stone is historic, 
the scene of the 
w orld’s greatest and grandest tragedy 
—peeps the glistening dome of Om ar’s 
mosque. 
At the Yafa gate the emperor’s entry 
into Jerusalem w ill be signalized by a 
spectacle that will live long in the mem­ 
ory of those privileged to witness it. 
This function will take place on Oct. 
29. 
The kaiser w ill consecrate the 
Church of St. John at Jerusalem, and 
w ill probably visit the Garden tomb, 
which has been declared by General 
Gordon aud other authorities to be the 
actual sepulcher in which our Lord was 
laid. 
On horseback the emperor w ill jour­ 
ney to Jericho, passing on the way the 
Mount of Olives and the Inn of the 
Good Sam aritans. 
He will see the 
Apostles’ spring, the great Jordan and 
the Dead sea, the tomb of Lazarus and 
the house of Mary and Martha. 
The 
kaiser reaches Jerusalem again on Nov. 
2, aud is expected to see the Jew s’ 
wailing place, where the unique spec­ 
tacle of Jew s weeping over the ruins of 
the ancient city will probably meet his 
eye. 
His m ajesty returns to Yafa and 
sails thence on Nov. 6 for Caifa. A car­ 
riage aud four will he in waiting, and 
thns he w ill visit Nazareth and Tiberias. 
The emperor will in all likelihood 
ride to the top of the Mount of Beati­ 
tudes (M atthew v), wheie the last great 
battle of the crusaders was fought aud 
whole their fate was sealed on July 6, 
1187. This part of the tour will occupy 
two days. 
Then returning to Caifa the 
im perial yacht w ith its attendant cruis­ 
ers w ill sail for Beirut. 
Here ou Nov. 
l l his m ajesty will take train for Da 
mascus, the oldest city in the world. 
The Pearl of the East is Ju the 
highest degree beautiful as one ap­ 
proaches i t Orange trees cluster round 
the houses, which stand out white and 
clear against the perennial blue of the 
skies. 
Many of the streets are narrow, 
the best 
being the “ street 
called 
(Straight, ” mentioned in the Acts of the 
Apostles. In Damascus are situated the 
house of Judas and the house of A nani­ 
as, and the twzaais are more resplendent 
than even those of Cairo or Coutauti- 
nopie.— London Mail.

NEGRO RACE SUFFERING. 


( t a O n l y n o p e l a I-! rn I t e r a t i o n t o A f ­ 
r i c a . H u y * B i s h o p T u r n e r . 
Bishop Henry M. Turner of Georgia 
is an entbosiffh: on tin -object of negro 
emigration—a movement w i t h which 
be has been closely id entif ied for sev­ 
eral years. 
Eventually, he thinks, the 
discussion of the question will bring 
about a grand exodus of negroes to 
Africa. It is emigration or extermina­ 
tion, in bis opinion. 
I l e said the other 
day in an interview: 
“ Africa is the negro’s fatherland, and 
the sooner be goes there the better for 
him. ^Statistics show that th*- negro race 
is dying out, and it certainly is not 
growing healthier, wealthier, happier, 
wiser or anything elso which goes to 
make life worth living. Africa proffers 
the greatest possibilities on eartji for 
the negro to emigrate to—that is, if he 
has any idea of being anything this 
side of the day of general account giv­ 
ing. Even nature is invoking the negro 
to return to his God given home. The 
trade winds which once blew from 800 
to 400 miles out at sea from the west 
coast 
of 
Africa 
have 
mysteriously 
changed their course, and are now fan­ 
ning the shores, moderating the ©qua 
torial climate, diminishing the beat and 
humidity and driving away the death 
dealing fevers and malaria. 
I believe 
this is the work of God preparing Africa 
for the reception of her children who 
are suffering in America and who must 
return sooner or later. If I had $5,000,- 
000, I would invest every cent in ships, 
and would see that every negro who 
wished to go to Africa got there. Now, 
some of my people want to know why 
I do not go to Africa and stay there. I 
believe I am needed in America, bnt 
the very moment I can get 50,000 or 
100,000 negroes to go with me I am off 
like a quarter horse, and I will think it 
the best day’s work I ever accom­ 
plished. ” 
“ Has the African emigration move­ 
ment met with the approval of a ma­ 
jority of the race?" * 
“ No, indeed; but, on the contrary, a 
lot of ignorant negroes have opposed it 
from its very inception. 
They prate 
about the sickness of Africa and many 
other things of which they are in dense 
ignorance. 
The thoughtful and intelli­ 
gent of the white race indorse the emi­ 
gration policy, and it will yet prove a 
success and of untold blessing to the 
negro race."—New York Sun.

The H e a v ie s t T h in s In th e W o rld . 
The heaviest thing in the world is the 
metal osmium, the bluish white metal 
with violet luster which Mr. Smithson 
Tennant discovered 90 years ago in the 
residue from dissolved platinum ores. 
This metal has a specific gravity of 22.- 
477; that of gold being 19.265; lead, 
11.867; iron, 7.79, and lithium, the 
lightest, only 0.594. 
Tho French chemist, .Toly, determflied 
that osmium is likewise the most in­ 
fill I lo of metals. 
It could never be 
n ado to yield to the oxyhydrogen flame 
which makes platinum and irridium 
run like water, but Joly has been sub­ 
jecting osmium to the exclusively high 
temperature if the electric arc which 
Molssan ha? of late employed t-uccPFsful- 
ly in the manufacture of diamonds. 
Under this fierce heat tho raro metal, 
ruthenium, which used to bo deemed all 
but infusible, readily melts, but osmium 
remains refractory, there being apparent­ 
ly only the faintest traces of fusion. On 
this account osmium cannot be prepared 
in sufficient quantities to make it very 
useful iu the arts, but its alloy with ir­ 
ridium. which defies the acids, is of 
some value, nothing better having beeu 
found wherewith to tip gold pens. 
Be­ 
ing nonmagnetic* its employment for 
the bearings of the mariner’s compass 
has been advocated.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

KEW RICHES FOLLOW FIRE. 


A fi ro u t H o n e y P r o d u c i n g P la n t 1>I*- 
P o r e r e d I ii t h e N o r t h w e s t . 
It is about four years since tho great 
Hinckley fire, that caused the death of 
OO persons in the cut over pine laude 
of northern Minnesota aud wiped out 
every green thing iu an area of 500 
square miles, says tho Now York Sun. 
Lumbering had been almost the only 
industry of that region, and it was sup­ 
posed that the land had received such 
injury that it could not support even the 
few people who were left alive. 
But 
tour years have served to bring to it a 
larger farming population, many times 
over, than it Had before, and it now 
ships produce in large quantity to neigh­ 
boring cities. 
One of the peculiarities of the fire 
and the resulting denudation of the soil 
and burning of plant seeds over a very 
large area is that there have come up 
since several entirely new varieties of 
plants unknown to the residents of Min­ 
nesota in general, aud in one case, at 
least, unfamiliar to most botanists. The 
former plants are gone. The most intel- 
eating of the new plants is something 
like Scotch heather, differing from it in 
tendency toward the ordinary fire­ 
weed of the northern states, which al­ 
ways follows tiro in forest areas. 
This 
weed or shrub now covers thousands of 
acres of the burned country, finding a 
foothold wherever the farmers are not 
cultivating. 
Bee culturists in southern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin have found it 
to be one of the most remarkable plants 
as a honey producer, and say that it is 
better than any uncultivated honey tree, 
not excepting the basswood. 
They have begun to bring in bees, 
and honey now promises to be one of 
the leading industries of the district. 
housauds of hives were set up in the 
neighborhood west of Hinckley last 
year, and the number is greater this 
year. It is said that this year there have 
been produced in that section not less 
than 1,000,000 pounds of honey, worth 
on the farm about $80,000, and this is 
a country where five years ago there 
were only wild bees aud not many of 
them. 
This is almost entirely due to 
the introduction of new honey produc­ 
ing plants that have come since the 
great lira

T it’es in Porto Hico are regarded with 
a sufficient tincture of suspicion by 
Americans during the present interreg­ 
num. when it has become somewhat 
questionable with some as to what offi­ 
cers have authority to administer an 
oath or w hat courts are possessed of 
competent jurisdiction to receive and 
file records, to place a considerable 
lim it upon transactions in realties. 
So 
far as the military power now govern­ 
ing the island goes there has been no 
disturbance of the legal status of affairs. 
On the contrary, definite instructions 
were given by General Miles for the 
recognition of the existing regularly 
established authorities. 
Capital in, however, as we all know, 
proverbially timid and does not brook 
uncertainties, so until the island is 
fully and finally transferred to the own­ 
ership of the United States it is likely 
that the markets w ill remain sluggish. 
Notwithstanding all this, assurances 
are given by reliable Porto Ricans that 
ull titles are clear and defensible, aud 
perfect abstracts can be obtained. 
There are now in the province of 
Ponce probably 800 Americans, who 
are here to look up the prospects for 
investments aud the business chances, 
and possibly there are as many more in 
other parts of tho island. 
These repre­ 
sent every element of professional, com­ 
mercial aud industrial life, and it is 
safe to say that they ure a shrewd lot 
and that such investigations as they 
make w ill be searching aud conclusive. 
My own information leads me to one 
fixed conclusion, and that may be thus 
stated: Porto Rico offers promise to but 
a limited nuuiber of men with small 
capital. It is not like our western states 
aud territories, a country with exten­ 
sive areas of unoccupied or unclaimed 
lauds. 
Every acre is owned by some­ 
body, and possession can only be ac­ 
quired by purchase. 
Inasmuch as it is 
pietty well understood that the Ameri­ 
cans, having conquered the island, will 
uow want to occupy it and that we are 
a people not only possessed of wealth, 
but somewhat liberally inclined to part 
wit Ii it, prices have not only advanced 
materially since the signing of the pro­ 
tocol, but there is every prospect tor 
them to still mount upward. 
A Chicago real estate man who has 
been for some weeks looking into the 
situation puts it thus: 
“ My impressions when I left Chicago 
were that Porto Rico would offer some 
fine openings tor men of small means 
who Jack opportunities at home, uinl I 
came here to seek information with that 
proposition chiefly in view. 
You know 
that the man in the United States who 
has only a few thousands is lost sight 
of in this age of pools and trusts and com­ 
bines and syndicated department stores, 
and my thought was that here was a 
comfily to which he might come, and, 
with bis limited means, begin life again 
under more hopeful conditions. I find, ” 
he continued, further, “ that the coffee, 
sugar and tobacco plantations are, in 
the main, of large extent, aud when 
owners are w illing to part with them at 
all, which is iu rare cases, the amount 
necessary to purchase reaches sums run­ 
ning from $50,000 upward. Fruit farm­ 
ing is uncertain ami reliable data upon 
which to base estimates are difficult, if 
not impossible, to obtain. After iuvesti- I 
gating these I turned 
dairying and other minor industries, 
but there are some unfavorable circum­ 
stances surrounding these more or less 
insurmountable, and I am convinced 
that Porto Rico, except in a very lim it­ 
ed sense, is not a poor man’s country.” 
I desire here, however, to repeat and 
emphasize certain statements of mine 
made elsewhere as to some lines of busi­ 
ness here. There are openings for good, 
well conducted American hotels, res­ 
taurants, barber shops, laundries, tailor 
shops, hack aud express lines, livery 
stables, eta , and when the building era 
begius, which will be next year, there 
will bework for every sort of mechanic. 
I speak of the building era because nu­ 
der any set of circumstances it is bound 
to coma 
The agricultural lands aud, 
in fact, the whole island are sure to pass 
into the bauds of Americans. Their su­ 
perior methods aud commercial sagacity 
will enable them to gradually absorb 
the holdings of a race so ill fitted to 
compete with them as the Porto Ricans, 
intelligent and shrewd though they are 
as measured from the standpoint of 
comparison with the other native peo­ 
ples of the Antilles. 
With duo respect to the conclusions 
of the Chicago man above quoted I 
want to give it as my opinion that, if 
buyers come curly enough, unimproved 
lauds in sm all tracts may be bad at 
justifiable figures—lauds which may be 
planted in coffee aud made to yield rich 
returns in five years. 
Luring the un 
productive growing period com, vege­ 
tables and some fruits may be cultivat­ 


ed aud sold tbut should pay the living 
expenses 
Coffee glowing

Rico is about tile most profitable indus­ 
try today in tile world.

weft. My information ie that the lands 
fit for coffee culture may bo increased 
50 per cent on the island, and in this I 
*ee a ray of promise for u limited num­ 
ber of Final! capitalists who have been 
frozen out of most things at home. 
There are a few other things that in 
toe bands or our energy tic aud resource­ 
ful people it seems to me should afford 
the means for some small investors to 
establish themselves with profitable re­ 
turns. 
Where the bounties of nature are so 
lavishly bestowed as in Porto Rico there 
must be a variety of new things within 
the reach of the American. 
Among 
these are macaroni and chocolate fac­ 
tories, spice aud dye plants, fiuit pack 
ing establishments, etc. 
There are cer­ 
tainly good openings for breweries. The 
people are very fond of beer, and it is 
brought all the way from the United 
States and Germany at very large ex­ 
pense. It is served with ice broken and 
put into the glass, a process which of 
course flattens it disagreeably at once. 
The cluss of cattle here, while they 
present a good appearance to tho eye 
are inferior as to beef and milk yielding 
qualities. So far dairying has been un 
successful by reason of the poverty of 
the milk, but why it would not pay to 
bi ing in better stock both for tho block 
aud for butter making I am unable to 
see. 
Superior grades of poultry might 
also be imported. 
They sell for a good 
price, and eggs bring 20 cents a dozen 
much of the year. 
It must bo under­ 
stood that the old ruts have been persist­ 
ently followed bere for centuries, but 
the people appear to be quick to see 
and appreciate better things When they 
are pointed out to them. 
What is to become the chief town of 
the island seems to be a moot ques­ 
tion. 
Kau .luau has a superior harbor, 
but the bouilli and climatic conditions 
are less favorable than on this side. 
Ponce, while its harbor facilities are not 
tho best, is well located as an outlet for 
the productive sections, and the climate 
of tho region is salubrious. 
As for the 
harbor, this may be made secure by the 
erection of a breakwater, a work that 
will no doubt be taken up by the govern­ 
ment at ail early time. 
As un indicator 
of what is going on, it may be stated 
that there are seven bids before the 
council of Ponce for a street railroac 
franchise between the city and the port, 
a stretch of two und a half miles. 
The 
bid offers $10,000 outright, with for 
feitures at the end of 20 years. 
The 
plans include every form of motor, and 
one provides for a swinging car to run 
on a single rail. The postal department 
has established stations all over the is­ 
land, and bids for carrying the mails 
to various points have been called for. 
It is rumored thut some officer high 
in the service of the United States has 
purchased a tract of coffee lauds which 
extend down to the coast, and it is said 
that a deal for a large coffee plantation 
has recently been closed with an Ameri­ 
can ut a point ueur Mayuguez. A Penn­ 
sylvanian went the other day to the 
United States to purchase machinery for 
un ice plant to be erected at the latter 
place.—A. II. Hersey in Washington 
Star.

FEARED AUSTRIAN SHIP.

W ashington, Oct. 21.—The navy de­ 
partm ent has made public that portion 
of Admiral Sampson’s report covering 
tho conduct of the fleetjiuder his com­ 
mand in. its operations in the West 
Indies for about two months prior to 
the destruction of Admiral Cervera’s 
ships on July 8. 
It is made up largely 
of official dispatches and tile move­ 
ments of the fleet, with explanations 
and commem by tho admiral. Much of 
it has hi-en published. 
At one poult he 
praised Schley tor the way he block­ 
aded the Spanish fleet, previous to 
Sampson’s arrival. 
lie also advised Schley to have a 
collier sunk in tile neck of the harbor, 
an exploit which Hobson tried later. 
It apjiears that according to a dis­ 
patch to Secretary Long, elated June 
20, the channel at Santiago not having 
been obstructed by tne sinking of the 
Merrimac, Admiral Sampson was pre 
paring a torpedo attack to hasten the 
destruction of the Spanish vessels. 
He 
would not do this, he says, were the 
present lorce to be kept there, as it 
then insured a capture which he be­ 
lieved would term inate the war. The 
above telegram was sent, the admiral 
explains, with reference to the proposed 
detachment of some of our heavy ships 
for service abroad (the proposed ex ped. 
tion to the Spanish coast). 
On July 2 Shafter urged Sampson to 
force the harbor. 
The explanation was made that it was 
impossible to force an entrance until 
the channel was cleared of mines—a 
work of some tune after the forts should 
be taken possession of by the troops. 
General Shafter replied ho expected 
to take the batteries in time, but he had 
already had a heavy loss, and oould not 
see why the navy comd not operate un­ 
der a destructive fire as well as the 
army. 
{Sampson replied in his note that the 
defenses he silenced at the entrance of 
the harbor could not 
inconvenience 
Shafter or prevent his entering the har­ 
bor. 
He further wrote in part: 
•‘Gur trouble from the first has been 
that the channel to the harbor is well 
strewn with observation mines, which 
would oertaiuly result in the sinking of 
one or more of oar snips if we attempted 
to cuter the harbor, aud by the sinking 
of a ship the object of the attem pt to 
enter the harbor would be d* feated by 
the prevention of further progress on 
our part. 
“ It was my hope that an attack on 
your part of these shore batteries from 
the rear would leave us at liberty to 
drag the channel for torpedoes. 
“ Ii it is your earnest desire that we 
should force our entrance, I will at 
once prepare to undertake it. 
I think, 
however, that our portion and yours 
would be! inane more difficult if, as is 
possible, we fail in our attempt.** 
it is apparent I rom the following dis 
patcli from Acting Secretary Allen to 
the commanding officer of tho fleet and 
wnioa appears in the correspondence 
that the department felt some appro* 
houston regarding the movements and 
designs of the Austrian gunboat Maria 
Teresa, which upo ared in tho West 
Indies during tho war.
